Selectmen Approve Several Water Ban Exemptions 

Marion Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

With the region now under a drought warning, 
the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection has issued a mandatory water ban on non- 
essential outdoor water use, and Marion is included in 
the region affected. But, as discussed during the Marion 
Board of Selectmen meeting on September 20, there are 
always exceptions. 

A letter from the DEP last week does state specific 
circumstances that qualify for exemption from the water 
ban such as for "the production of food and fiber, the 
maintenance of livestock, and to meet the core functions 
of a business." 

With a drought warning, all outdoor use is 
restricted, including vehicle washing, lawn irrigation 
systems, filling pools, and washing exterior buildings. 

The Board of Selectmen, which is also the Water/ 
Sewer Commission, received six separate requests for an 
exemption from the water ban for permission to utilize 
outdoor water for watering newly established lawns that 
were installed before the water ban came into effect.

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said the water 
superintendent made the recommendation that the 
selectmen grant the exemption for all six requests and the 
selectmen approved them. 

Dawson said residents with private wells are 
encouraged to voluntarily observe the water ban to 
preserve aquifer resources. 

"This is a pretty serious drought situation as 
we all know," said Dawson. In order to preserve water 
for emergencies and maintain water pressure for fire 
suppression, Dawson said, it is important "not to draw 
down the groundwater too much." 

Selectman Steve Gonsalves said he supported the 
exemptions because they were sensible.

"I would certainly be one to allow that within 
reason," Gonsalves said, "[and] in favor of lightening up 
a little bit on that." He added that he himself would likely 
be one to request an exemption because he plans to install 
a new grass lawn, saying, "I can't go another winter with 
mud." 

Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson suggested 
that since the board only meets every other week, the 
board should authorize the water superintendent to 
approve subsequent exemptions within reason in the 
meantime, and the selectmen voted to allow this for the 
next 30 days. 

"They have a handle on what our [water] 
levels are ... so I would respect their decisions on that," 
Selectman Stephen Cushing said. He added that all 
requests must be in writing. 

In other matters, the board declared the old 1999 
International E-One pumper (Engine 3) as surplus and 
voted to accept a bid from Brindlee Fire Apparatus to 
broker the engine on the town's behalf. The town, which 
received two identical bids from the only two companies 
in the country that broker fire engines, chose Brindlee 
Mountain because of positive business with the broker in 
the past. 

The board also met with Joseph Zora, Jr. and his 
attorney Margaret Ishihara regarding Zora's dispute with 
the town over access to his property via Parlowtown 
Road, which Zora maintains is a public way on land the 
town acquired decades ago through a title tax taking. 
Zora's attorney said that there is only limited documented 
history on the land dispute and argued that a 1961 Town 
Meeting vote surrounding a Sippican Lands Trust land 
acquisition transaction to place a gate and boulders 
blocking passage through Parlowtown Road was not 
legal. 

Town Counsel Jon Whitten, present that night, 
said the selectmen have no jurisdiction to undo a Town 
Meeting vote; however, if Zora and his attorney could 
produce a 1961 Town Meeting Warrant that provided 
enough detail to prove Zora's position, then Whitten 
might, if convinced, advise the selectmen to support a 
subsequent Town Meeting vote to resolve the matter.

Selectmen Preview Special Town Meeting 
Articles 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

Special Town Meeting voters on October 17 will 
see eight articles featured on the warrant, which the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen approved on September 19. 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar gave 
an informal rundown of all eight of them, starting with 
Article 1 that appropriates $10,000 from free cash to a 
bylaw codification project. 

Article 2 covers $27,000 for the air conditioning 
system replacement at the police station, and Article 3 
is for the supplemental appropriation for four different 
projects: The Town Clerk's Office would receive $1,500 for 
the restoration of books; $4,800 to the Police Department 
for air conditioning system repairs; $3,100 for a fire 
protection system; and $17,725 for the insurance budget. 

Article 4 would appropriate $20,000 from 
free cash for the town hall annex study, and Article 5 
appropriates $32,000 for the funding and reserve for 
future contract settlements. Article 6 would transfer 
$67,000 in free cash to the town's Stabilization Fund. 

The sum of the appropriations totals $183,125. 

Articles 7 and 8 pertain to the Personnel Bylaw: 
Article 7 amends language surrounding grievance 
filings, and Article 8 amends the bylaw's employment 
probationary period. 

A formal presentation of a final draft of the 
special town meeting warrant will be presented at the 
next selectmen's meeting. 

In other matters. Selectmen Chairman Naida 
Parker read a letter from the Water Commissioners 
regarding the town's recent upgrade from a drought 
watch to the drought warning. The letter served to inform 
residents who use public water of a mandatory ban on

candy and chocolates, a new tradition for apparent 
sweet-toothed board members - ABC Disposal, Inc. CEO 
Michael Camara had a brief meeting with the board 
regarding the Zero Waste recycling processing facility off 
Cranberry Highway.

Conservation Commission Vents Frustration 

Marion Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

Engineer Rich Charon, representing his client 
Gale Runnells, 17 Reservation Way, came before the 
Marion Conservation Commission on September 12 
seeking a Certificate of Compliance. What he received was 
frustration from several commission members for what 


they deemed were unacceptable inconsistencies between 
the plan of record and the as-built plans. 

Chairman Cynthia Callow said the filing was 
a bit of an "after-the-fact" notification, given that the 
completed work deviated from the plan. 

The original plans called for a 12- by 24-foot in- 
ground pool; however, the pool was constructed at 16 
by 24 feet. Permanent no-touch-zone demarcations were 
planned with large rocks and boulders, but the applicant 
poured concrete forms instead, with one form being 
inside the pool fencing. Furthermore, the fencing itself, 
instead of being placed around the apron of the pool, was 
installed in the wetlands no-touch zone. 

"There's been a lack of communication," Charon 
told the commissioners. He said that indeed the fencing 
had been set farther into the jurisdictional area than 
originally planned, but that the finished work had been 
well done and the no-touch zone marked. 

But commissioner Joel Hartley asked, "How can 
we give a Certificate of Compliance if the no-touch zone 
was touched?" 

Commissioner Jeff Doubrava was clearly 
frustrated. "I've got an issue with this project - the no- 
touch zone was ignored," Doubrava said. He pointed out 
that the pool fence had been installed in the no-touch zone 
and now, "You're asking for forgiveness after the fact." 

He also took exception to the placement of concrete forms 
rather than use of stones saying, "That makes it easier to

Charon offered to return with a planting plan.

Denham Updates Planning Board 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Mattapoisett Highway Superintendent Barry 
Denham attended the September 19 meeting of the 
Planning Board to bring the board members up to date on 
three construction projects that have been the subject of 
great interest and, at times, have created consternation in 
abutters. 

Appaloosa Way off River Road has seen over a 
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decade of on-and-off again subdivision activity, more than 
one developer, and massive water drainage issues. The 
current developer of the property, Michael Solimando, 
has been working with G.A.F. Engineering to develop 
drainage plans that would ensure abutters would not 
sustain flooding on their properties. It has been a difficult 
project, not only for G.A.F., but also for the Planning 
Board who have heard numerous complaints regarding 
the drainage issues at the incomplete sub-division for 
years. 

Last year, G.A.F. began working with the town's 
engineer. Field Engineering. That collaboration eventually 
produced a viable drainage plan, one that would benefit 
the town with drainage issues on River Road.

On this night, Denham said, "Piping has been 
installed from the westernmost drainage pond to the catch 
basin on River Road." He said that an 18-inch drainage 
pipe connecting the subdivision system to the town's 
system on River Road would improve the drainage at that 
location also. He said that the contractor had been "very 
good about calling me and keeping me informed on the 
schedule." 

Chairman Tom Tucker was pleased with the 
update and comically added, "Didn't take too long - just 
15 years." 

Another project that has garnered hours of 
Planning Board hearings, complaints from Phase 1 
homeowners, and legal actions is Brandt Point Village. 

The subdivision is planned to have numerous single- 
family homes, a large multi-family private sewer system, 
and roadways. Changes in owners, developers, and 
contractors, long delays in roadway completion and an 
untested septic/ sewer system have remained points of 
concern for Phase 1 residents and the town. 

"They are still trying to get the septic to pass," 
said Denham. He said that numerous deficiencies 
documented by Field Engineering for reports requested 
by the town have found problems with the piping and 
manholes. 

Tucker asked if the present contractor, Armand 
Cotellesso, was keeping him informed. 

"Not really," Denham responded. "I don't know 
what's going on there unless I go there, but I've been in 
touch with Ken Motta, Field Engineering." Denham went 
on to say that the septic/ sewer system has not worked 
properly since the first homes were constructed years ago. 

Moving onto another project. Tucker asked 
Denham if he knew what was transpiring at a single- 
home site located adjacent to Town Landing on 
Mattapoisett Neck Road. Denham said the Department of 
Environmental Protection had denied the owner's request 
to dig trenches in the marsh for utility access. He said 
they were being allowed to bore under the marsh and pull 
through utility conduits for electrical, water, and sewer 
services. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
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Board is scheduled for October 3 at 7:00 pm in the town 
hall conference room. 

Con Com Reviews Drought Status 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The continued drought in Massachusetts was 
the main talking point at the Rochester Conservation 
Commission meeting on Tuesday, September 20. 

"The Mattapoisett River did run dry at one 
point," said Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon. "It has 
before in times of severe drought, but we're monitoring 
the situation." Rochester is currently experiencing 
'Extreme Drought' status, the second-highest level on the 
scale. 

The drought is causing considerable anxiety 
among local cranberry growers. 

"The cranberry growers are anxious," Farinon 
explained. "It's going to be a difficult year for them. We 
can only hope for more rain this month." 

The committee also briefly touched on the old 
Rochester Town Pound, which will shortly be a stop 
on the Rochester Historical Society's guided tour of 
historical sites in Rochester. "It needs some maintenance 
work before the tour," said commission member Laurene 
Gerrior. 

"I pulled about 200 small evergreens and white 
pines from inside the pound," said Rosemary Smith. 
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"There are still some inside the pound and of course in 
front of it, but my back gave out," she joked cheerfully. 
"Anyone who wants to pull trees, feel free!" When 
Gerrior mentioned flowers she had planted at the pound 
two years ago. Smith replied, "Well, I didn't pull anything 
that looked like a flower, but weeds and flowers look very 
similar to me!" 

The brief meeting was supposed to begin with a 
public hearing regarding a Notice of Intent at 1 Happy 
Tails Lane, owned by James and Charlotte Spieldenner. 
When 7:00 pm came however, there was nobody on the 
benches. "I don't see anyone here," commission member 
Kevin Cassidy said. 

"I heard from the engineer, and his 
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understanding was that the continuation we granted last 
time was indefinite until he had the chance to speak with 
the Planning Board," Conservation Assistant Margaret 
Gonneville explained. The board voted to make the 
continuation indefinite. 

The only other business items of the day were 
requests for Certificates of Compliance continuations 
submitted by Mark and Rachel Letourneau at 23 Foss 
Farm Lane and Ralph Perry at 99 Wolf Island Road. 

The Letourneaus received their original 
Certificate of Compliance on March 14, 2003, approving 
the construction of a single-family dwelling, septic 
system, driveway, pool, and horse barn. 

"They're looking to sell the property now," 


Farinon explained, "and would like to extend the 
certificate." She pointed out that the property's driveway 
and part of a pavilion were built inside the 100-foot 
buffer zone of wetlands, but that both had been installed 
before the buffer zone had become a law. The commission 
unanimously approved the continuance without questions. 

Perry's original Certificate of Compliance was 
obtained on August 24, 2012. It approved the construction 
of a three-season enclosed room over the existing deck area 
with several Sonotube supports to be set within the 100- 
foot buffer zone. 

"I've been there," Farinon said. "I didn't see 
any adverse effects on the wetlands, and everything's 
neat and in order." The continuation was also approved 
unanimously. 

The next Rochester Conservation Committee 
meeting will be held at 7:00 pm on October 4 at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

Tabor Academy Update

For the past four years, Tabor Academy has held a 
Day of Service, an event that has allowed the entire Tabor 
community to interact with Southcoast communities in a 
more direct and personal manner than ever before.

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lands trusts not only provide substantial manpower for 
critical maintenance projects, but they also give students 
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a better understanding and appreciation for the natural 
world around Marion. 

Among the many other service opportunities 
during the Day of Service is the chance to help tend 
to gardens at the Dartmouth YMCA or Wareham Free 
Library or Congregational Church, deliver furniture 
to people in need with My Brother's Keeper, process 
donated items at Gifts to Give, or work alongside staff at 
the Southcoast Humane Society 

Students and faculty break up into advisory 
groups, comprised of no more than 10 people, and 
complete one of these projects across the area. For these 
groups, there is an added benefit to performing this 
service. 

"I love that everyone comes together, and it's one 
of the most significant bonding experiences I've had with 
my advisory," said senior Duhita Das, a member of the 
Community Service Board at Tabor. 

In past years, Tabor has held two days of service 
per year, one in the fall and one in the spring. Last year, 
however, the event was converted into an on-campus 
Special Olympics Fitness Day, which brought hundreds of 
people of all ages onto campus for a morning of athletics. 
Due to the success of the event, it will continue for this 
school year. 

For Tabor students, the opportunities to give back 
to the community are by no means limited to this single 
Day of Service. With the help of Community Service 
Coordinators Lauren Boucher and Amelia Wright, the 
Community Service Board hosts numerous community 
service opportunities each week and weekend. 

"This is a day where Tabor students aim to 
give back to our friends and neighbors who have given 
so much of themselves to the vibrant communities of 
the Southcoast," Wright said in a press release. "It is 
our humble thank you and our pledge to continue the 
important work with our students of challenging them 
to carefully consider what it means to be a caring and 
supportive citizen of our world." 

Many of the organizations partnering with Tabor 
during the Day of Service also do so throughout the year.

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leaders in the world of work. From state competitions 
and leadership conferences to in-school events, SkillsUSA 
has a big impact on the vocational experience. The Old 
Colony Chapter of SkillsUSA is working especially hard 
this year to kick it up a notch. 

OCs SkillsUSA has only just elected its officers 
and begun its first meetings for the year, and already there 
are big things ahead. Plans for a garden are underway, as 
are plans for pep rally fundraisers and the yearly trip to 
the Fall State Leadership Conference.

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Marion. The Bullseye Sailing Association has already 
agreed to host next year's single-handed nationals in 
Maine, said Chris Collings. 

Competitors this year registered from 
Massachusetts, Maine, New York and Florida. 

The competitors had to contend with light, shifty 
breezes through much of the day. 

Chris Collings and Ed Tiffany, both perennial 
top contenders in crewed racing, did much of the 
organizational work. However, neither claims to be "the 
guy in charge," said Collings. Many others have stepped 
up to do vital work. "I tend to see myself as a member of 
a flash mob," Collings said. 

The Beverly Yacht Club has an unusually large 
and active Bullseye fleet and has fielded a formidable 
squad of boats year after year for the crewed Nationals. 
Many veterans of those campaigns were part of the new 
single-handed Nationals, either as competitors or as race 
officials, Collings said. 

Bullseye and H-12 sailors are an especially 
dogged breed of one-design racers. All through the 
regular racing season, said Collings, single-handers 
compete even though class rules make it impossible for 
them to advance to Nationals. 

The Bullseye Sailing Association polled some 220 
members and learned that 70% wanted single-handers 
to have their own national competition. Collings said a 
smaller cadre of H-12 solo sailors then asked whether 
they could be included. "The message was clear that these 
races were meeting a previously unmet need," he said. 

Ed Tiffany reports that creating the new single- 
handed class prompted at least four new skippers to 
join the Bullseye Sailing Association in order to become 
eligible to compete in last week's Nationals.

Henry: Portrait of a Serial Killer (1986). Starring 
Michael Rooker and Tom Towles. Directed by John 
McNaughton. Running time: 83 minutes. 

This week marks thirty years since the 
peerlessly grim Henry: Portrait of a Serial Killer 
first saw the light of a projector (at the Chicago 
International Film Festival). All told, it was four 
years before the film found a distributor and got a 
proper release. This gory and disquieting horror- 
drama has now received a 4K restoration and will 
soon be re-released in theaters. It's already available 
on DVD and Blu-ray, of course, and whatever way 
you can see it, you should. 

Henry: Portrait of a Serial Killer has a creepy, 
city-after-dark overtone, an existential chill. It packs 
a true grindhouse whiff while staking its claim as 
art. There's a deep tension between content and 
context here; the movie shows you hyperbolically 
grotesque things, but often at a remove, with the 
camera tracking in or out. The tracking happens 
during the opening credits, when we see various 
(usually female) corpses left in the wake of the 
titular Henry (Michael Rooker). Whether we're 
pulling back to take in the entire scene of the crime 
or pushing in for a better look at a woman's ruined 
face, we're led to look at the carnage as a series of 
tableaux, as works of art out of time, suspended 
forever in death and by death. 

After making one documentary, director/ 
co-writer John McNaughton made his feature debut 
with Henry — and directed nothing remotely like 
it in the three decades since. Despite a few genre 
pieces here and there (The Borrower is goofy fun), 
McNaughton has never worn the label of "horror 
director" well. Henry has more in common with 
Cassavetes than with Herschell Gordon Lewis, 
though the movie's purest demographic exists in a 
Venn diagram of fans of both directors. The movie 
is cold and bleak, shot in the bowels of Chicago at 
night or on sunless days, usually in godforsaken 
alleys or among dead-looking roadside flora, 
the kind of places where corpses can be hidden. 



sometimes maybe found, almost never cared about. 

The motor of the minimalist plot involves 
Henry's roommate and "friend" Otis (Tom Towles) 
and Otis' visiting sister Becky (Tracy Arnold). Tracy 
grows sweet on Henry, who doesn't know quite 
what to do with her feelings. Otis has a thing for 
Becky, but also puts his hand on the thigh of a guy 
he's dealing weed to. Henry is a moral blank, but 
Otis is a true monster, sexually twisted, possibly by 
his tightly lidded homosexuality. When this pair 
invade a well-to-do family's home, even Henry, 
recording the whole atrocity on a camcorder, is 
appalled by what Otis does. It's as though proximity 
to Henry has unchained Otis' demons, and the 
demons make him giddy. Rooker has since, of 
course, gone on to many different types of roles, 
but Towles, I think, here bravely nuked any chance 
he would have of playing anything other than a 
slimeball (he died last year). 

We need the existence of Otis in order to be 
able to relate to Henry at all; Henry's a killer, too, 
but an affectless one who never seems to enjoy it. 
He's gentlemanly towards Becky, and disgusted 
by Otis' incestuous/ necrophiliac kinks, and that 
makes him the closest thing to a moral center the 
film offers — yes, he's a moral blank, but he's not 
actively, gigglingly evil like Otis. Towles manages to 
make Otis more than a caricature of redneck rabies, 
and Rooker smolders implosively, hardly moving 
his lips as he pulls out painful bits of (contradicting) 
memories about his mother as though prying shards 
of glass out of his skin. I submit that the scene in 
which Becky and Henry sit around the table trading 
familial sex-horror stories is the entire movie in 
microcosm — everything proceeds from this grim 
and grimy reality of mothers and fathers who want 
to scar their children sexually. Henry's murders 
involve the soul more than the body. That's what 
makes the movie more art than horror.

Fall Revolutionary War Encampment 

In September 1778, during the Revolutionary 
War, about 4,000 British soldiers who were landed from 
36 transport ships attacked the four villages situated on 
the Acushnet River. During the raid, houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point 
in Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed 
by British troops. It took years for the local waterfront 
industries to recover from the raid. 

The Revolutionary War era will come to life again 
in Fairhaven during a two-day historical encampment 
scheduled for Saturday and Sunday, September 24 and 25 
at Fort Phoenix. 

During that weekend, members of the Fairhaven 
Village Militia and the Fairhaven Office of Tourism will 
live in an authentic period camp the same way it was 
done more than 230 years ago. Men, women and children 
dressed in period clothing will reenact life in 1778 and 
talk about the history of the fort. They will also be 
demonstrating campfire cooking, fire starting with flint 
and steel, sewing and / or knitting, musket ball casting, 
military drilling, loading and firing flintlock muskets 
and rifles, cannon firing and more. Visitors may try their 
hand at tomahawk throwing and children's games of the 
period. 

The highlight of the weekend will be the firing 
of the fort's five large cannons, scheduled for dusk, 
approximately 6:15 pm, on Saturday. When fired near 
sundown, the cannons' plumes of flames and smoke make 
a spectacular sight.
